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Clubbing the Cut Price. 





vigorous boycott, it would seem that 

the whole gamut of measures that 
fall short of a national price maintenance 
law have been more or less ineffectually ap- 
plied against the price cutter. But a new 
Richmond is in the field. The embattled 
drug clerks of Chicago, backed by the Fed- 
eration of Labor, and armed with brick 
bats, have thrust themselves into this situa- 
tion. 


| ‘icien the most diplomatic suasion to 


T is rather easy to follow the logic of 
the clerks. It is certainly no secret 
that they work long hours for modest pay. 
Neither is it a secret that conditions in the 
retail drug trade have for the past twenty 
years been drifting further and further 
away from a professional concept of the 
pharmacist’s privileges and responsibilities. 
While this Chicago movement is not the 
first time that Organized Labor has en- 
deavored to enlist the drug clerk under its 
banner, it would appear that the latest re- 
eruiting effort in Chicago has started more 
successfully than previous attempts, due 
not only to the commercialism which has 
invaded pharmacy, but also to the fact that 
the union leaders by attacking cut prices 
and the chain stores, have secured at least 
the passive assistance of a great number of 
the smaller independent store owners. 


E are very loath to admit that union- 

ism has become a necessity in retail 
pharmacy for its spirit is so avowedly an- 
tagonistic to the spirit of a profession that 
the successful organization of younger 
pharmacists under the Federation of Labor 
would ring the death knell of those ethi- 


cal ideals upon which the service of phar- 
macy to mankind has been based. We can- 
not believe that that ancient and honorable 
profession, the father of medicine, the 
mother of chemistry, will in the long run 
advance either the standing or the rewards 
of its devotees by adopting clock-watching 
hours and standards based upon the ability 
of the least able. 


WE should like to remind the small in- 

dependent druggists who would call 
the labor union to fight the chain store, of 
Aesop’s old fable of the frogs who elected 
a crane their king. <A look ahead should 
show that the small store owner with one 
or two clerks unionized while his loeal con- 
ditions force him to keep open from early 
morn to late at night, is going to be more 
hampered by union regulations than would 
the large store with many clerks able to 
work in short shifts. 


HE argument which Edward N. Nock- 

les, secretary of the Chicago Federation, 
is reported to put forward, that organized 
labor is against the cut price because it 
forces cuts in overhead is plausible enough, 
but it runs directly counter to the argu- 
ment of the unions in dealing with industry. 
So it would appear doubtful if any wide- 
spread concerted action on the part of 
union labor against the cut price would 
prevail. However unsound a method of 
merchandizing price cutting may be for 
the manufacturer or jobber, it is pretty 
generally recognized that it works to the 
advantage of the individual consumer. If 
this were not so, we should long ago have 
had a price maintenance law. 
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HOLDING DOWN ERGOT PRICES 

That attempts on the part of factors apart from 
the recognized crude drug merchants of the coun- 
try to force the price of ergot to unwarranted 
heights are not meeting with success is indicated by 
the fact that no sales are reported at the prices 
that these speculators would have consumers pay. 
While the market is in a strong position as regards 
price, and while the minimum price at which goods 
are available today is well above the prices prevail- 
ing two months ago, the price would be double 
what it is today if these factors had their way. 


The greatest weapon in the hands of the buyers 
today is not to buy. If it is at all possible for con- 
sumers td exist on their present stocks they will 
eventually force the holdings priced today at high 
prices, into the market at much lower figures. On 
the other hand, if buyers show at least anxiety as 
to future supplies they will cause a stampede that 
will push prices sharply upward. 

A glance at the import manifests will show that 
rather large supplies of ergot are coming into the 
country. A large consumer in Indianapolis is ob- 
taining large committments direct from the produc- 
ing countries. Another large consumer states that 
supplies in their possession now are ample for six 
months and state that they have offers from Spain 
today at prices that do not indicate any such prices 
as these outside speculators would have consumers 
believe. 


Consumers should take full cognizance of the fact 
that the Food, Drug and Insecticide Administra- 
tion will permit the importation of ergot of low 
biological assay by reputable drug manufacturers 
of this country if these manufacturers supply the 
administration with an affidavit to the effect that 
the extracts prepared from this ergot will meet the 
U. S. P. requirements. This will permit the use 
of the Russian material to the fullest extent, and 
with some consumers supplied for six months ahead 
and a fair amount of the Russion material put to 
use, speculators, even though aided by a real short 
crop in Spain, will be lucky to break even. 


A wise move on the part of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists Association is the decision of that 
organanization to study costs and to establish a sta- 
tistical bureau. The item of cost is the sole factor 
in the rapid growth of the chain stores and the mut- 
uals. The fact that these latter factors in drug 
distribution are able, through greater concentration 
of efforts resulting from a narrow range of service, 
to place manufactured goods into the hands of ulti- 
mate consumer at less cost and as great profit to 
themselves is the only reason why the entire drug 
distribution of the country is not handled by the 
type of jobbers represented in the N. W. D. A.

The education of the consuming public to the 
value of vitamins has for some time increased 
the consumption of codliver oil and its prepara- 
tions. But in poultry feeding the actual knowl- 
edge of what vitamins will do is appreciated to 
a still greater degree than in the case of hu- 
man consumption. Up to the present time the 
sole source of vitamin D for both human and 
animal consumption has been codliver oil. But 
a new process opens up possibilities of utilizing 
other vitamin bearing oils for animal feeding, 
thus relieving the strain on codliver oil pro- 
duction. 





A trade mark and a formula are two separate 
and distinct things, but when they have been used 
together over a period of time during which the 
public has been educated to them, they cannot 
lawfully be separated. In the recent decision re- 
garding 4711 as a mark for Eau de Cologne, the 
court ruled that the trade mark cannot be used 
by the owner because he does not possess the form- 
ula. Thus it would seem that, by the same token, 
a manufacturer of a proprietary remedy would 
only be allowed to vary the formula of his product 
in minor details. 


| Ten Years Ago | 


(From Drug & Chemical Markets, Oct. 3, 1917) 

Six hundred delegates were in attendance at the eighth 
annual meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation at Chicago, where the discussion centered about 
the war and the problems arising out of it in connection 
with the industry. 

London reports an active drug market with stocks of ace- 
tanilid practically cleaned up, bismuth salts, olive oil and 
sugar of milk higher, and an unexpected slump in phen- 
acetine of fifty per cent in a week, in sympathy with the 
New York market. 

Stringency in supplies of crude drugs limited transac- 
tions and caused further advance in prices in the New 
York markets. Some manufacturers, filliig Government 
orders, find it difficult to make deliveries on outstanding 
contracts. 

The War Revenue Bill remains unchanged in the provi- 
sions taxing pharmaceutical and toilet articles. The rate is 
two per cent. 

Production of Jamaica rum is increasing constantly due 
to improved stills, increased cane crops, and increased de- 
mand. 

Shortage of stocks and inability to secure fresh supplies 
is forcing up the price of vanillin. Nominal quotations 
ara 70 cents per ounce, which is about a 25% increase 
during the past year. 

At a meeting of the directors of S. B. Penick & Co, 
Inc., New York City, S. P. Nickells was made a director 
of the corporation and elected to the vice-presidency made 
vacant recently by the death of A. Blanton. 

Soap valued at $227,391 was cleared from New York 
during July. 
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Vitamins A and D are largely responsible for 
the increasing human and animal consumption 
of codliver oil. Humans have not wholly ac- 
quired a taste for pure oil and consequently the 
oil is emulsified and otherwise treated, in some 
cases lowering its vitamin potency. By transfer 
of vitamins to another vehicle the necessity of 


emulsifying is eliminated. Also vitamins A and

D are present in sardine and cod oils. These 
can be removed for poultry feeding without de- 


crease in the value of the oils for present uses. 


codliver oil to codliver oil; from codliver oil to cot- 

tonseed oil; and from codliver oil to olive oil. Tests 
on the resultant oils for their vitamin potency have been 
conducted at a leading American biochemical laboratory, 
the director of which is known internationally for his work 
on vitamins. Where the vitamins were transferred from 
codliver oi! to an equal amount of codliver oil, the resultant 
oil was slightly less than twice as active as ordinary cod- 
liver oil. In the transfer of the vitamins from codliver oil 
to cottonseed oil, one part of codliver oil was used to two 
parts of cottonseed oil, and the resultant cottonseed oil was 
slightly less than half as active as ordinary codliver oil. In 
these cases the transfer of 
the vitamins was only slight- 
ly under 100 per cent, and it 
is claimed that the transfer 
can be made in quantitive 
amounts, so that the loss 
will be negligible. In the 
transfer to olive oil the re- 
sults of the tests made by 
the laboratory were not so 
favorable as in the case of 
the other oils, but this is 
explained by the fact that 
codliver oil of a different 
origin was used in this case 
and therefore the comparison 
was not a fair one. 

The difficulties surround- 
ing the problem of making 
an emulsion of codliver oil 
with a vitamin potency equal 
to that of naked codliver oil, 
has long engaged the atten- 
tion of some of the best 
minds in the drug manu- 
facturing industry, and this 
Process opens up a method 
of overcoming these difficul- 
ties. Either by doubling 
the potency of the vitamins 
in the codliver oil and then 
forming the emulsion, or by 
transferring the vitamins to 
another oil the palatability 
of which is not open to 
question, objections which 
stand in the minds of many 
individuals as to their abili- 
ty to take codliver oil are 
removed. It is true that 
many of the objections to 
Codliver oi! which prevail as 


erm have been successfully transferred from

a result of its odor and taste, arose many years ago when 
refining methods were not as efficient in producing an 
odorless and tasteless product as they are today; but the 
objections still are present and must be reckoned with. 

Another application of the process for the transfer of 
vitamins opens up in the case of yeast. Yeast contains only 
vitamin B; vitamins A and D are lacking. By the transfer 
of the vitamins from codliver oil, yeast can be made to 
contain the vitamins A, B, and D. 

Ancther use of the process that is of major importance 
when the continual increase in demand for codliver oil and 
the uncertainty of supplies resulting in increased prices are 
considered, is the transfer of vitamins from sardine oil or 
technical cod oil or other 
available sources of vita- 
mins that so far have not 
been tapped. It is possible 
to transfer the vitamins A 
and D from sardine oil to 
another vehicle and then 
use the sardine oil as it is 
used today in the manufac- 
ture of soap. In removing 
the vitamins from an oil, 
only the unsaponifiable part 
of the oil is removed, and in 
the case of sardine oil this 
part averages but one and 
one-half per cent of the 
total. Inasmuch as sardine 
oil now sells for about 42% 
cents per gallon, and the oil 
is more valuable to the soap 
maker after the vitamins 
have been removed than be- 
fore, due to the fact the oil 
is saponified in the process 
and saves the soap maker 
the expense of performing 
this operation, this oil pre- 
sents a very cheap source of 
the much sought vitamins. 

In the case of technical 
cod oil (which is unrefined 
codliver oil) the fact that 
the oil would be as valuable 
after saponification as be- 
fore is not so certain as in 
the case of sardine oil. Cod 
oil findg practically its en- 
tire use in the leather tan- 
ning industry, and most of 
the oil so used is sulfonated. 
However leather tanning is 
an art rather than a science, 
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and for that reason the results obtained are largely a mat- 
ter of opinion, and the raw materials used by the different 
factors are open to question. Saponified cod oil is known 
in the leather industry “cod soap,” and is used generally 
in the fat liquor in chrome tanning. The fur trade also 
uses cod soap for rubbing into the back of skins to produce 
softening, and other uses are to be found in the leather in- 
dustry. The saponifiable portion of cod oil which would be 
removed under the transfer process’ averages one-half to 
one per cent of the total oil. 

For animal feeding, especially poultry, the vitamins may 
be secured from a cheap source, such as sardine oil, and may 
be transferred to cheap fats or cheap oils, greatly reducing 
the expense of this type of feeding and thus increasing its 
application. 

The process, which is covered by U. S. Patent issued to 
Sigurd Gronningsaeter, assingor of one-half to Fischer- 
Hollinshed Co., of New York, is described as follows: 

Vitamins contained in vitamin containing materials such 
as codliver oil, butter, egg oils, or any other suitable oil, 
grease or fat high in vitamin content, may be transferred 
to vegetable, animal or mineral oils, particularly edible 
vegetable oils, as cottonseed oil, by saponifying or reacting 
the vitamin containing material with an alkaline hydroxide 
in the presence of an organic solvent medium, such as al- 
cohol, to form a solution of the vitamines liberated or re- 
leased by such action, adding the substances to be activated 
or enriched to the mass, and then transferring the vitamins 
contained in the solution by the addition of a diluent as 
water, to the reacted mass. 

It is necessary that the process be conducted at relatively 
low temperatures as high temperatures kill the vitamins.

Glycerin from Molasses in Production 


Authentic information has been received by Drug Mar- 
KETs that production of glycerin by recovery from molasses 
mash is now taking place at the plant of Eastern Alcohol 
Corp., at Deep Water, N. J., owned jointly by E. I. duPont 
deNemours & Co. and National Distillers Corp. It is also 
defiinitely known that all of this glycerin will be manu- 
factured in the dynamite grade, presumably all to be used 
by duPont in explosives manufacture. 

At the moment the glycerin market is very weak and this 
production should tend to weaken it further as it will close 
at least a large portion of duPont business to soap manu- 
facturers. Buying of C. P. glycerin by drug manufacturers 
has been disappointing, and the official price of 23%c lb. 
is being cut generally. Domestic crude glycerin has de- 
clined from 13%c lb. to 1234c Ib., while European exporters 
are quoting 16%c lb. c. i. f. N. Y. indicating a recognition 
by Europe of the weakness of the American market. 

Producers here have already set aside their quotas for 
the anti-freeze market and are holding it in stock with 
probably 75 per cent available for immediate delivery. Al- 
though disappointment in the demands of the anti-freeze 
market was general last year, leading producers have raised 
their quotas for this use this year. Producers are buying 
no crude at this time to supplement stocks. 

The C. P. market will probably remain weak until the 
first of the year and should stay around present levels. 
Any anti-freeze demand resulting from a cold Winter and 
a wider use should not affect the C. P. price, as the stocks 
of radiator glycerin already set aside are larger than last 
year when large surpluses were available. However, if the 
Winter is not severe or the use of glycerin in radiators 
should not become more widespread, this material might be 
thrown back on the market as it was during the past year 
and result in further weakness in late Winter or early

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enega Root-a Manipulated Market 


Few of those concerned are aware that the entire distribution of senega 
root ts controlled by only five Canadian factors. Notwithstanding the repeated 
failures of their purpose in the past, the present market 1s again in the 
throes of an attempt to place the price ut their pleasure. With cries of poor 
crops and other baseless alarms they hope to terrify buyers into high prices. 


N the crude drug field, it is common knowledge as 
I well as a regarded shame that the senega root mar- 

ket, plays the innocent role of a football or a play- 
thing for the interests of a group of five men, who ‘are 
the only first hand dealers in the market. From a 
glance at the chart shown below, it is not only interest- 
ing but also surprising to note that the price of senega 
root has advanced to its highest point within the past 
five years. 

Senega root, is technically termed as polygala senega 
and is known and sold under various names, including 
Canadian snake root, mountain flax and milkwort, is 
the root of a wild shrub, found in small quantities over 
large areas of the prairie provinces of central Canada, 
chiefly in Manitoba. There are also moderate quantities 
grown in Minnesota and the Dakotas and it is even 
known to exist in vary rare quantities in some parts of 
the South. 

Contrary to the usual manner of gathering crude 
drugs, crews are not sent out for the sole purpose of 
gathering senega root. Two very odd methods are em- 
ployed. The first, when a fur trapper sets forth through 
the woods, having set his trap, instead of idling his time, 
browses through the country, extracting the. roots of 
the senega wood from the ground. Sometimes an ener- 
getic gatherer may pick twenty dollars woth of senega 
in one day. Upon his return home he takes the roots 
to the local country store and makes an exchange for the 
living necessities of his simple life. In turn, the general 
merchant, who purchases the gatherings of all of the 
trappers in his immediate district, negotiates through 
his bank for the sale of the material to the dealers. 
Senega is also an evil and a benefit in the wheat fields. 
It is a hardy bush and thrives during the cold of Winter. 
In the Spring when the ground begins to soften and 
the farmer prepares to sow his seed, he finds the field 
mottled with senega plants. A few days spent in ridding 
the ground of these plants, nets him a tidy sum by sell- 
ing his production after the fashion of the animal trap-

per. These dealers comprise five firms located in Win- 
nepeg and after the crop is dried, cleaned and stored 
in their warehouses, marketing to the general crude drug 
merchants is begun. Recently, conditions have been 
quiet and now with the crop ready for distribution, the 
market has been presented with another attempt to 
fetch a high price for senega root and the clarion cries, 
so familiar to all crude drug dealers in this country, are 
again being heard from these Canadian dealers. One 
may hear of short crops, unfavorable gathering con- 
ditions, damp weather, and other numerous alarms. In 
fact a consumer, or one unfamiliar with the direct mar- 
keting of this commodity, can only imagine the vivid 
nature of the excuses in the repertoire of the five Cana- 
dian dealers of this product, the five bogey men from 
Winnepeg. The futility of their past attempts to fetch 
high prices has left them a wealth of experience in chant- 
ing alarms and scares, endeavoring to frighten the drug 
manufacturing buyers. 

A few weeks ago, these five distributors began to quote 
prices as high as $1.25 pound, with pleas of both short 
crops and inability to dry the little material gathered, 
owing to the consistency of damp and inclement weath- 
er prevailing throughout that country. This is a com- 
mon occurrence. The short crop theory seems rather 
shaken when one of the local crude drug dealers states 
that one distributor alone has 150,000 pounds of senega 
stored and the remaining four have sufficient supplies 
to warrant lower prices. In all justice to these five 
men, it may be said that their explanation, that as the 
result of heavy rains experienced they are unable to 
dry the material, is partially true, but seems fictitous 
when they concede to considerably lower bids of the local 
dealers. Two successive reductions have been made 
within a week and one may buy ample supplies of sene- 
ga root from Canada at a price 10 cents per pound lower 
than the price existing last week. This is due to the 
attitude displayed by the buyers who realize the absurdity

Eau De Cologne Decision 


With reference to the recent court decision on 4711 Eau 
de Cologne in which Milhens & Kropff were denied an in- 
junction against Ferd. Mulhens Inc., the “Trade Mark Re- 
porter” will append the following note to the decision: 

The above decision is merely another application of the 
familiar rule that no one will be allowed to pass off his 
goods as those of another. The mark ‘“4-7-11” meant to 
the public a cologne made in Germany under a certain form 
ula. This formula was secret and could not be sold by the 
Alien Property Custodian in the United States. Without 
it, he could not take the good will of the business. With- 
out the good will the sale and assignment of the trademark 
registrations in the United States was an empty form. The 
use of the mark by the assignee of the Alien Property Cus- 
todian was a claim that the article to which it was applied 
was the original cologne made under the secret formula. 
As applied to cologne made in the United States this claim 
was false. 


“The most famous case of like kind is that of the CHAR- 
TREUSE trademark. This cordial was first made in the 
eighteenth century near Grenoble, France, by monks of 
the Monastery of La Grande Chartreuse. Its ingredients 
were supplied by the aromatic herbs growing in the vicinity 
of the Monastery, which were compounded under a secret 
formula, the secret of the manufacture being carefully 
guarded within the Order. In the course of time, this 
cordial obtained a world wide fame and the name Grande 
Chartreuse and the pictorial features of the label were 
registered by the ‘monks in many of the countries of the 
world. 


“In the year 1903, pursuant to a French law directed 
against religious orders, the Monastery of La Grande Char- 
treuse was confiscated by the French Government, together 
with the other property of the Order. The monks, com- 
pelled to seek another home, settled at Tarragona 
Spain, where they resumed the manufacture of the liqueur 
under the original formula. By French law, however, the 
French receiver acquired a right to the trademarks, which 
he conveyed to a French firm. The claim of this firm to 
the trademarks was, as might be expected, upheld by the 
French courts. The title to the foreign registrations, how- 
ever, continued to be the subject of litigation for many 
years. 


“Persistent efforts were made by the French concern to 
whom the marks had been assigned by the French receiver 
to prevent the monks from using the name and label in the 
several European and South American countries whither 
they had extended the sale of their product, now manufac- 
tured in Spain. With a single exception, however, the 
courts of every country sustained the claim of the monks to 
their trademark and label. In Switzerland, Belgium, Ger- 
many, the Netherlands, Argentine Republic, Brazij and 
Peru, the litigation resulted favorably to the monks. In 
Great Britain the Court of Chancery took the view that the 
French receiver was the lawful successor of the monks and 
entitled to hold himself; out to the public as conducting 
their former business. In the United States, an injunction 
approved in the Supreme Court was granted the monks 
against the agent of the French company, enjoining all use 
of the name “Chartreuse” as the name of or as descriptive 
of the liqueur. (Baglin v. Cusenier Co., 1 Trademark Rep. 
147, and note, p. 163). 

“The same question arising under a sale by the Alien 
Property Custodian arose in the case of the “Hunyadi 
Janos” trademark, which, unfortunately, was, however, de- 
cided by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals upon 
a collateral point without adjudicating the question whether, 
under any circumstances, the trademark made familiar to 
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the American public in connection with the sale of a natura] 
mineral water bottled in Hungary could be properly used 
upon an artificial water manufactured in this country. 
(Hunyadi Janos Corporation v. Steger, 15 Trademark Rep. 
511). 

“The question suggested by the Court as to the right of 
the maker of a proprietary article long advertised under a 
trademark to change his formula without indicating the 
fact on his label is of course not involved in the case. A 
decision directly in point in a proceeding brought by the 
Federal Trade Commission was rendered by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in 1922. In this case, involving a baking 
powder, phosphate had been substituted for cream of tar- 
tar, and the product continued to be sold under substantial- 
ly the same labels as before. The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion held that the public was deceived by such change, not 
accompanied by due notice. (Royal Baking Powder Co. v. 
Federal Trade Commission, 12 Trademark Rep. 140). 

“The principle applicable would probably be that any 
change which did not materially change the properties or 
characteristics of the product would be held not to destroy. 
its identity, and therefore would not axect the rights in the 
trademark. Certainly any importance change in the formula, 
even by the substitution of another ingredient, provided the 
preparation was not thereby made less efficacious, should 
not jeopardize the trademark rights As in the case of 
other products, it must always be permissible to improve the 
quality of the product without destroying its identity.”

Sewall Cutler Named President N. W. D. A. 


Enthusiastic Meeting at Atlantic City Reiterates its Belief in Economic 
Soundness of Price Maintenance Legislation—Statistical Department 
for New York—Cost Analysis to be Attacked in New Manner. 


A meeting of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association that 
was marked by many progressive 
steps and enthusiastic discussion of 
manp pertinent subjects was called 
to order at Hotel Ambassador, At- 
lantic City on Monday, Sept. 26, 
by First Vice-president Harry I. 
Fox, who presided due to the ab- 
sence of the president C. F. Mich- 
aels, who has been ill. The Asso- 
ciation was officially welcomed to 
the city by a representative of the 
Mayor, after which greetings from 
the various other associations con- 
cerned with the drug industry -were 
given by the following representa- 
tives: Dr. A. R. L. Dohme, of 
American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion; Charles G. Merrell, president 
of American Drug Manufacturers 
Association; Frank Blair, president 
of Proprietory Association; Ralph 
Patch, former president of Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association; Fred W. Warnke, 
president of New Jersey Pharma- 
ceutical Association and Charles L. 
Littell, of New Jersey Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association; C. W. Tingling, 
president of National Drug & 
Chemical Co., Ltd., Montreal, Na- 
tional Association of Retail Drug- 
gists was represented by Samuel 
C. Henry, who delivered an address 
at Wednesday’s session. 

The president’s address, which 
was read by Mr. Fox, stated with 
reference to the distribution prob- 
lem that, “In the field of distribu- 
tion conditions are chaotic and 
many unfair trade practices prevail. 
This situation tends to demoralize 
marketing conditions, with the not 
infrequent elimination of honest 
merchants to the consequent detri- 
ment of the public.” 

In his address,, President Mich- 
aels urged the drug trade to adver- 
tise more extensively in the news- 
papers, and urged close co-operation 
between sales managers of whole- 
sale drug houses for the purpose 
of developing sales plans which 
would assist retailers in improving 
business conditions. 

“The Federal Trade Commission,” 
his address said, “has at various 


times defined unfair trade practices, 
and, while it is inadvisable and inap- 
propriate for business organizations 
to undertake to co-operate in what 
have been designated unfair trade 
practices, there is no reason why 
they should not co-operate in de- 
termining what are fair trade prac- 
tices, and how the various phases 
of pharmaceutical business may be 
co-ordinated to simplify their meth- 
ods and render greater services to 
the public at a reduced cost.” 

Charles L. Huisking, who read a 
report of the committee on the 
Drug Market, stated in part: 

“There were misgivings when the 
war ended as to whether this coun- 
try would be able to maintain its 
position as against foreign compe- 
tition. 

“We have not only held our place 
but are rapidly pressing to the fore, 
and today this country stands as 
one of the foremost chemical 
manufacturing nations of the world. 
With the trade now established on 
such a solid foundation competitive 
nations abroad no longer concern 
themselves with trying to compete 
over here, but interest themselves 
more especially with combating our 
competition in other foreign mar- 
kets.” 

The report of the Title Guarantee 
& Trust Co., the treasurer, was read 
by Dr. E. L. Newcomb, the secre- 
tary. Mr. Newcomb also read his 
own report. Reports of various 
committees were read as follows: 
Trade Marks, E. E. Corbett; local 
associations, J. M. Penland; Memo- 
rials of deceased members, H. J. 
Schnell. 

At the second session on Tuesday, 
the death of Charles Gibson, of Al- 
bany, N. Y., was announced. A 
telegram of sympathy was dis- 
patched and three members of the 
association were appointed to at- 
tend the funeral of Mr. Gibson, a 
former president. 

Reports at the second session 
were read as follows: membership; 
quality of medicinal products; in- 
surance; delivery and traffic; legis- 
lation; prohibition problems; em- 
ployment and welfare. 


With reference to prohibition en- 
forcement, the committee commend- 
ed Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon, stating he has always “taken 
a conservative view” as regards pro- 
hibition, and that as a resuit the 
alcohol-using trades have not suf- 
fered “serious hardships” because 
of its enforcement. 

No broader guaranty of fair treat- 
ment to such trades could be given 
than the recent appointment of Dr. 
J. M. Doran, as Prohibition Com- 
missioner, it was said by William 
L. Crounse, of Washington, coun- 
sel for the association there. Dr. 
Doran is an accomplished chemist 
and an internal revenue officer of 
more than 20 years’ experience,” 
he declared, “and he realizes that 
it is of paramount importance that 
all regulation, however strict, shall 
be sane and practicable.” 

The legislative committee de- 
plored proposals to enact anti-cos- 
metic laws owing to “misleading 
impression that the great bulk of 
these are either valuless or injuri- 
ous,” 

Unless a greater number of manu- 
factures embrace the selective dis- 
tribution plan for patent medicines, 
there will be “a complete disinteg- 
ration of this departmental activity,” 
it was said by the committee on 
property goods. It characterized a 
plan to weld all independent retail 
druggists into one huge chain of 
drug stores as being “selfish, super- 
ficial unethical, useless and unpro- 
ductive.” Manufacturers of medi- 
cines are responsible for statements 
made on labels or other printed mat- 
ter concerning the healing powers 
of the medicines and even for bona- 
fide testimonials sent them by us- 
ers, it was pointed out by the com- 
mittee on quality of medicinal pro- 
ducts. 

The committee demanded that all 
medical literature shall be free from 
false or misleading statements and 
be confined strictly to facts. 

After recommending adequate in- 
surance for wholesale drug firms a 
committee dealing with that sub- 
ject stated that “no business activity 
is subject to more life and body haz- 
ards than. the wholesale drug busi- 
ness. 

James Morrison, Toledo, ad- 
dressed the meeting on Distribu- 
tion of Prescription bottles. 
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The third session on Wednesday 
opened with the following com- 
mittee reports: Special lines, sales- 
men and selling methods; educa- 
tion and research; uniform account- 
ing. 

Kiefer Mayer made a motion to 
establish a statistical division in the 
New York office of the association. 
This motion was seconded and 
passed unanimously. 

Samuel C. Henry, secretary of 
N. A. R. D., addressed the meet- 
ing with a plea for more active co- 
operation between the various 
branches of the drug industry in 
an effort to solve the problems sur- 
rounding distribution. The renew- 
al of the delegate relationship be- 
tween the two association was 
commended by many members who 
voiced appreciation of Mr. Henry’s 
address. 

The fourth session on Thursday 
was devoted to the report of the 
committee on proprietaries, and the 
report of the board of control. The 
most important steps to be taken 
by the association are the establish- 
ment of an internal bureau for anal- 
ysis of cost problems. The asso- 
ciation has suspended its connec- 
tion with the Harvard Bureau of 
Business Research. 

The association stood out for its 
belief in the economic soundness of 
maintenance of resale prices, and 
a resolution was adopted favoring 
the enactment of legislation to en- 
able manufacturers and distributors 
to cooperate for prevention of price 
cutting. 

The cooperative educational 
movement was highly commended, 
and it was stated that the Druggists 
Research Bureau offered great 
promise of what this association 
could eventually accomplish. 

Officers for the coming year were 
elected as follows: President, Sew- 
all Cutler, Boston; vice-presidents, 
A. J. Geer, Charleston, S. C.; Syd- 
ney Lyman, Montreal, Que.; W. J.

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CAUSTIC POISON HEARING 
(Special to Druc Markets) 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 3— 
Regulations for enforcing the Fed- 
eral caustic poison act were dis- 
cussed at a meeting attended by 
manufacturers and dealers who pre- 
sented their views to the Food, 
Drug and Insecticide Administra- 
tion. W. G. Campbell, who pre- 
sided, explained that the responsi- 
bility for the enforcement of the 
act is the department’s own, and 
that, while it is glad to have the 
suggestions and recommendations 
of the trades, the department neces- 
sarily must decide in all matters in 
which there may be a difference of 

opinion or interpretation. 

Dr. William C. Woodward, Chi- 
cago, chairman of the legislative 
bureau of the American Medical 
Association, which was the sponsor 
of Federal legislation designed to 
prevent accidents in the household 
handling of caustic poisons, stated 
in the hearing that various provi- 
sions of the act itself are embodied 
in the regulations and that this 
tends to lengthen and complicate 
them. Dr. Woodward said the defi- 
nition given to ‘household use’ in the 
regulations is an extension of the 
law. Threre should be a clear dis- 
tinction between preparations con- 
taining caustic poisons used in the 
household and other preparations 
prescribed by physicians which may 
contain such substances. 

Harry B. Thompson, Washing- 
ton, general counsel of the Proprie- 
tary Association, declared that the 
terms used in the statute should be 
precisely defined in the regulations 
in order to render the enforcement 
of the law effective and prevent 
possibility of litigation. 

Morley K. Dunn, New York, rep- 
resenting the American Grocery 
Specialty Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, submitted a letter of the gen- 
eral counsel of that organization 
containing recommendations regard- 
ing the regulations. James D. 
Swan, Chicago, of the lye sales de- 
partment of Pennsylvania Salt 
Manufacturing Co., explained that 
stocks of affected articles had been 
reduced as much as possible in an- 
ticipation of the application of the 
law, but that it will not be possible 
to reach all stocks now in the hands 
of retailers for the purpose of 
amending the labels thereon. He 
said that these conform generally 
with the requirements of the new 
law and should be cleared within 
eight months. 

Carson P. Frailey, secretary 
American Drug Manufacturers As- 
sociation, suggested that the anti-

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LOWMAN NAMES DORAN 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

As the first step toward the regu- 
lation of industrial alcohol as an- 
nounced last week by Dr. J. M. 
Doran, Commissioner of Prohibition, 
Assistant Secretary Lowman of the 
Treasury, in charge of prohibition, 
today named a council of eleven to 
advise the commissioner on executing 
the proposed program. The ap- 
pointment of this committee is to 
enable Dr. Doran to be properly ad- 
vised by the consuming trade of the 
needs for industrial alcohol. He 
will also be in better position to trace 
the alcohol from its source of pro- 
duction to its ultimate consumption, 
in accordance with his announced ‘in- 
tention to reduce production about 
10,000,000 gallons during 1928 if 
feasible.

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Enjoins Use Of “Woodbury” On Soap 





U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals Upholds Decision of District Court, But 
Modifies Injunction in Trade Mark Suit by Andrew Jurgens Co. 
Against Bonded Products Corp.—Confusion ‘Seen In Sale of Rights 


Made by John H. Woodbury. 





Andrew Jurgens Co. has won 
its suit against Bonded Products 
Corp., in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals which has affirmed and 
strengthened a decision by the U. S. 
District Court granting an injunc- 
tion against Bonded Products, for- 
bidding the use of labels bearing 
the name “Weodbury’s Facial Soap.” 
The bill of complaint filed by the 
Jurgens company asked the court 
to enjoin trade mark infringement 
and unfair competition by the de- 
fendant, a soap manufacturer in 
Brooklyn, alleging misuse of the 
name “Woodbury” upon toilet soaps 
and the imitation of the plaintiff's 
wrappers. 

“Jurgens company is located in 
Ohio and since the purchase of the 
Woodbury interests have built up 
a widespread trade, their sales ag- 
gregating more than $23,000,000. 
They have spent in advertising more 
than $8,600,000. Over 80 per cent 
of their business has been in Wood- 
bury’s Facial Soap.” 

The Court of Appeals modified 
the injunction so as to enjoin “sell- 
ing or offering for sale the soap 
known as Woodbury’s New Skin 
Soap, or any other soap under such 
a name or designation, or put up or 
prepared in such a manner as to be 
calculated to lead the public or 
trade to believe that in purchasing 
said soap they are purchasing 
Woodbury’s Facial Soap or a new 
brand thereof.” 

“The opinion states that the in- 
junction was right in restraining 
the defendants from making and 
selling ‘“Woodbury’s New Skin 
Soap,” because the trial court found 
this calculated to mislead the pub- 
lic. But it said that the injunction 
went too far in forbidding the use 
of the name “Woodbury” on any 
soap, because under the contract 
of 1901 the plaintiff had acquired 
only the Facial Soap, and therefore 
John H. Woodbury still had the 
privilege of using his own name on 
other soaps in a manner not cal- 
culated to deceive the public into 
thinking them to be identical with 
the plaintiff’s Facial Soap. 

Judge Morris said: “It cannot 
denied that the evidence discloses 
that some confusion exists in the 
public mind as to the origin of the 
articles of the respective parties, yet, 
so far as I have been able to dis- 
cover from the evidence, such con- 
fusion as does exist arises from the 


excercise of the legal rights of the 
respective parties, and not from any 
wrongful act of the Distributors. 
Such confusion seems wholly attri- 
butable to the fact that two sep- 
arate and distinct corporations, de- 
riving thei title from a common 
source, have the right to use the 
same mark and name upon different 
articles and preparations of the 
same general class, and to the fur- 
ther fact that an individual has, 
subject to certain conditions (ob- 
served, I think, by the Distribu- 
tors), the right to use his name in 
his business, although his surname 
may have acquired a _ secondary 
meaning, and to transfer that busi- 
ness to a corporation bearing his 
name.” 

Defendant contended that the 
plaintiff should have no relief be- 
cause it has not come into equity 
with clean hands. This is predi- 
cated upon plaintiff’s conduct in (1) 
having sold cold cream and shaving 
cream under the name “Woodbury,” 
which it acyuired no right to do 
under the 1901 contract; and (2) 
having issued without right what it 
called a “Woodbury Book;” and 
(3) having changed the original 
formula of “John H. Woodbury’s 
Facial Soap.” 

The court said in conclusion that 
the company is enjoined from using 
the name on any label, package, or 
representation which by imitation, 
color, or otherwise is calculated to 
cause defendant’s goods to be pass- 
ed off as and for the plaintiff’s. In 
other respects, the decree is correct, 
and, as thus modified, it is affirmed, 
with costs to the Andrew Jurgens 
Co.

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SOAP EXPORTS LARGER 

After a somewhat lower export 
trade in soaps and toilet prepara- 
tions, this group was up again in 
August to $1,700,000, 18 per cent more 
than preceeding months of this group 
perfumery and _ toilet preparations 
aggregating $958,000 were 4 more 
than August, 1926, and preceding 
months this year. Talcum and 
other toilet powders, and dentifrices 
continued to record stronger trade. 

In the imports of these commodi- 
ties always much less than the ex- 
ports, and less than $600,000 for 
August, receipts of perfume ma- 
terials are of primary importance to 
American manufacturers and show- 
ed double the amounts purchased or 
a total of $300,000, more than Aug- 
ust, 1926. 

There was greater activity in the 
current August in the crude drug 
and botanical and the essential oil 
trades, in both imports and exports. 
Exports of crude drug amounted to 
$386,000 and imports to $68,000. 
Exports of essential oils were $153,- 
000 against imports of $527,000. 

There was nothing exceptional 
in exports of the medicinal and 
pharmaceutical preparations in Aug- 
ust, exports equalling $1,628,000 and 
imports $400,000.

Gallagher & Ascher, Chicago, have 
made protest against the collectors 
assessment om a solution of soap 
coal-tar products classified under 
paragraph 27, tariff act of 1922, claim- 
ing that it is dutiable as soap at 15 
per cent ad valorem under paragraph 
82. 


Judge Bown says: “The evidence 
clearly showed that the merchandise 
is a soap. There was testimony that 
it is a medicinal soap and also testi- 
mony that it is not a medicinal soap, 
but from the weight of the evidence 
it was found that it is not a medicinal 
soap. The sample was analyzed, 
shewing the following results: 62 per 
cent anhydrous soap, 17 per cent 
water, 19 per cent hexylene, and 2 per 
cent tetralin. The merchandise was 
held dutiable at 7 cents per pound and 
40 per cent ad valorem on the value 
appropriate to paragraph 27.” 

The protest was overruled.

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PERFUME MAKER WINS 


Federal Judge Joseph C. Hutche- 
son Jr. or the United States Court of 
Texas, sitting in New York by . 
designation, handed down a decision 
last week in which he held that the 
action of Prohibition Administrator 
Maurice Campbell, seeking to im- 
pose terms as a condition for further 
withdrawals of denatured allohol by 
a perfume manufacturer, had been 
“merely personal and arbitrary and 
without support in regulation or 
law.” 

Judge Hutcheson ruled also that 
manufacturers who hold permits for 
the withdrawals of denatured alcohol 
do not have to prove to the Admin- 
istrator’s satisfaction that they sell 
their finished’ products to recognized 
dealers in the trade only, but need 
show only actual confirmation of 
their sales. 

The case in which the decision was 
rendered was that of Nicke Weste, 
a perfume manufacturer, against 
Mr. Campbell, Prohibition Commis- 
sioner James Doran and_ Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon.

The appearance of the early Fall 
demand and a betterment in buying 
operations was witnessed in the 
fine chemical field since our last 
report. Several of the items that 
had been stationary all summer 
again assumed a featured position 
with added activity and stronger 
prices. 

The situation in denatured alco- 
hol is rigidly sound. There have 
been rumors heard of weakness ow- 
ing to an attempt to break the mo- 
lasses market by a small outside 
operator. His efforts are useless 
and have no bearing on the under- 
lying conditions of the market. Dis- 
tillers have been enjoying a good 
sized amount of business since the 
latest advance, buyers are evidently 
assured of probability of a firm mar- 
ket through the season and are act- 
ing accordingly. Menthol is some- 
what weaker following the rapidly 
diminishing demand but spot and 
local stocks are still very scarce 
and any buying drive will unques- 
tionably result in a recession. II- 
lustrative of this is the unyielding 
strength of the Japanese market. 
Prices abroad are at unchanged lev- 
els and offsetting the poor demand 
from this country, European buy- 
ers are purchasing heavily. The 
crude oil is at a low price and a 
favorable outlook for the crops is 
seen. 

Codliver oil was stronger this 
week. As there has been no not- 
able demand recently, importers 
have not been buying heavily and 
stocks are not very large, and the 





local sellers withdrew 
ment of two weeks ago and placed 
the price at its former level. Mer- 
cury is higher and doubtlessly the 
price will again climb. The entire 
Spanish production for the coming 
season has been sold at a figure 
higher than that anticipated and as 
a result, spot quicksilver prices are 
expected to advance momentarily. 
It is an accepted certainty that the 
price of mercury will not descend 
below $100.00 flask this season. Gly- 
cerin is again weaker. Following 
the continued weakness of the crude 
grades, chemically pure has been 
sold lower. The demand has too 
been of minimum proportions. Sa- 
licylates, particularly aspirin, have 
been furnished with livelier move- 
ment and strychnine salts are also 
in free motion. 

Those concerned report that the 
petrolatum market is very strong

and all grades are scarce. At pres- 
ent there is a large demand for pet- 
rolatum both for export and domes- 
tic consumption and prices are ex- 
pected to advance very shortly with 
the possibility of a sharp shortage 
this winter. Sellers are already 
booking orders for future delivery 
at higher prices that those prevail- 
ing to-day. Mineral oils are also in 
good demand and likewise in an ad- 
vancing position. Following the re- 
cent ascent of the stearic acid mar- 
ket, zinc stearate has advanced but 
as yet the other derivatives have 
not been affected.

dote required. to be stated on the 
labels should be standardized. Mr. 
Campbell explained that the depart- 
ment will indicate certain ones that 
will be acceptable. 

Canadian Industrial Alcohol will 
soon announce new financing to 
cover the recent acquisition of Scot- 
tish distilleries, it *s reported. The 
financing will take the form of a 
debenture issue to be offered to 
shareholders on favorable terms.

William J. Lowry, representing 
Gilbert Brothers & Co., Baltimore, 
and secretary Baltimore Drug Ex- 
change Bureau, asked whether ac- 
tive prosecution of the law could 
not be postponed until Jan. 4, or 
possibly March 4, the latter being 
one year from the date of its enact- 
ment.

and that a period of six month’s 
grace is allowed. He expressed 
doubt whether the executive peroga- 
tive exercised by the Secretary of 
Agriculture could waive the statutory 
requirement.

A scarcity of Italian lemon oil on 
spot and a consequent rise in price 
was the feature of the market during 
the past fortnight. Dealers were 
scouring the market for supplies and 
were unable to uncover sufficient 
quantities to satisfy their demands. 
The situation is regarded as tempor- 
ary as there are large stocks afloat, 
but no arrival of any considerable 
quantities is anticipated before Oct. 
20. 


Peppermint oil firmed 10c Ib. in the 
country and factors on spot assumed 
a slightly firmer attitude although 
prices were without change. No real 
upward movement is anticipated in 
peppermint. Spearmint advanced on 
spot also due to firmer conditions in 
the country. This advance was re- 
garded as more stable than that in 
peppermint. 


A real scarcity is reported in 
wormwood and spot prices have shot 
upwards. Production of this pro- 
duct has been neglected and it is 
thought that it will be some time be- 
fore the volume needed will be com- 
ing through. Coriander oil continues 
to advance in sharp amounts and is 
now quoted at $6.75 lb. with another 
advance of equal value forecast for 
the next fortnight. The high market 
for the seed is gradually bringing the 
price based on present seed prices.

Eucalyptus oil is in a much firmer 
position. With the season of heavy 
consumption opening up, England is 
making much the heavier demands 
upon Australia and an increase in 
price appears imminent. 

The balance of the market is rather 
settled, a slight reduction has been 
announced in canaga oil but the posi- 
tion is steady. Demand is not of 
large volume although the number of 
orders is large. The fact that com- 
petition has brought about a condition 
that makes the price on small quan- 
tities as attractive to consumers as 
the price on large quantities has re- 
sulted in still closer hand to mouth 
buying conditions being prevalent. 
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CEYLON CITRONELLA 


In Ceylon about 36,386 acres are 
devoted to the growth of citronella 
grass and whatever small acreage is 
under cultivation with lemongrass 
is believed to be incorporated in 
this figure. Both citronella oil and 
lemongrass oil grow in ordinary soil, 
but thrive best in a moist, hot at- 
mosphere. The cutting of the grass 
and the yield are largely dependent 
upon rainfall. Cutting may be done 
four times a year, but the average 
is generally three, and in dry years 
only two cuttings are possible. Dis- 
tillation is carried on throughout the 
year, but in the dry months, from 
February fo April, there is a marked 
slowing up of operations and occa- 
sionally a complete shutdown. Adul- 
teration has unfavorably affected 
the reputation of the product.

JAPAN’S MINT CROP 

Japan’s peppermint crop of 1927 
is equivalent to about 450,000 
pounds of menthol crystals, as 
compared with 675,000 pounds for 
the previous year. The carry-over 
from 1926 production is said to have 
been about 250,000 pounds of men- 
thol as compared with a carry-over 
from 1925 of 150,000 pounds. 

The Japanese government does 
not make official crop forecasts 
but private surveys are made by 
scouts of Kobe menthol trading 
and producing houses who visit the 
peppermint growing areas. 





LAVENDER CROP GOOD 

A fairly good crop of lavender 
for the Marseille region of France 
is expected, say advices from Con- 
sul Genera! W. Frost, Marseille. 
The flowers are reported good and 
yield expected satisfactory in the 
department of Vaucluse, but the 
wild plants, which ripen later than 
those cultivated, are said to have 
suffered somewhat from lack of 
rain. In the Var and Bouches du 
Rhone it is estimated that the yield 
will average 900 grams of essence 
per 100 bilos of flowers. 

Wild lavender, which yields from 
seven to eight hectos per 100 kilos 
of flowers, is selling from 100, to 
120 francs per 100 kilos. The maxi- 
mum prices are much lower than 
the final quotations of 240 and 250 
francs for last year’s crop. 





ROSE OIL IN GREECE 

Refugees from Asia-Minor have 
started the cultivation of Bamosacone 
roses for production of oil rose in 
Macadonia, Greece. From a_ few 
acres already planted small quantity 
of rose oil which is claimed to be su- 
perior in quality to the Bulgarian oil, 
have been produced. Cultivation will 
be extended next year and it is hoped 
tohave available important quantities 
for export within a few years. A 
small quantity may be available for 
shipment and names of American buy- 
ers are desired. The Chemical Divi- 
sion will furnish on request the name 
of the producers now operating.

BERGAMOT OIL EASY 


(Special to DruG Markets) 

Reggio Calabria, Sept. 28—The 
very hot weather and persistent 
dryness have further damaged the 
plantations of bergamot and the 
crop has suffered in consequence. 
Thus the outlook is for a much 
smaller crop than that of the past 
year. Despite these facts, due to 
the weak demand abroad, prices on 
bergamot have been easier since the 
first of the month, and the quota- 
tion of 15 Lire per kilo has been 
named. The market is still quiet 
but an active resumption is antici- 
pated. Within the past few days 
a rumor was spread to the effect 
that the Government would acquire 
all he essence and form a mono- 
poly. But this has been proven 
false and the market is returning 
to a calm condition. 





Bo Kay Perfume Co., Jackson- 
ville, Fla., has awarded a contract 
and work has been started on a 
new addition to the plant to be uti- 
lized for the manufacture of 
fancy paper boxes. The total cost 
of the box plant will be $30,000, and 
the plant will cover a space 35x104 
feet.

The ergot market retains its ex- 
cited character and developments of 
consequence are few. In the midst 
of the price muddle, the consuming 
trade seems well supplied and are not 
active in the market. One large user 
admits having sufficient supplies to 
cover his needs for six months and 
all users are being urged to refrain 
from buying at to-day’s prices as it 
is the opinion of the majority of those 
interested that the forecasts of higher 
prices are not justified. Opinions 
conflict as to the value of this year’s 
Russian crop but it is interesting to 
know that the Government authori- 
ties will permit a consumer to enter 
any quantity of ergot, lacking the re- 
quired strength, provided an affidavit 
is produced promising that the finish- 
ed product is of sufficient strength to 
meet the U. S. P. standards. 

One operator, an outsider, still 
maintains his price at $3.00 lb. while 
the high market has caused the ap- 
pearance of another speculator not 
familiarly identified with the

ergot market who names $2.00 Ib. 
One recognized factor claims to 


have ample supplies at $1.60@$1.65 
for sale to the bonafide consuming 
trade only 

Another feature of the market is 
the activity in senega root. The spot 
market is high, as supplies are not 
very plentiful, as a result of the at- 


titude assumed by the local sellers. 
They have not yielded to the high 
prices quoted by the dealers in the 
primary market and already the Can- 
adian operators are aware of the 
hopelessness of their stance and are 
submitting to the offers of the local 
sellers. When the local sellers force 
the dealers into quoting a fair price, 
supplies will be easier and doubtless- 
ly the market will decline. 

A decided improvement in the buy- 
ing policy of crude drug consumers 
has created a much stronger appear- 
ance to the general market. This is 
indicated by the large number of 
price advances, a natural reflection 
of heavier business. Among the more 
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prominent advances, agar-agar was 
featured, calendula petals and cham- 
omile flowers were also noted. French 
fennel seed is higher, owing to the 
shortness of the German supply and 
the demand is of very sizable propor- 
tions. 

BALSAM TOLU HIGHER 

(Special to DruG Markets) 


London, Oct. 3—General conditions 
in the fine chemical and crude drug 
markets are unchanged. Higher 
price are asked for balsam _ tolu, 
digitalis leaves. 

The market is firmer for fenugreek 
seed, oil citronella from Ceylon. 

Quotations are easier on codliver 
oil, Japan mint oil, American pepper- 
mint oil, bergamot oil, and vanilla. 

Prices are lower on linseed oil, 
menthol, agar agar, new clove oil and 
shellac.

LITHUANIAN DRUG LAWS 

Lithuania has issued new regula- 
tions, superseding the former Rus- 
sian enactments, dealing with the 
manufacture and sale of medicinals 
cosmetics, and pharmaceutical 
specialties, says “Chemist and 
Druggist”, (London). A distinction 
is made between the manufacture 
of medicaments and the wholesale 
trade in these articles, manufactur- 
ers being permitted to supply only 
those goods actually prepared by 
them in their own laboratories, and 
not deal in other lines. Pharma- 
ceutical preparations may be manu- 
factured only by a firm of chemical 
manufacturers, or in a laboratory 
attached to a pharmacy, and all es- 
tablishments of this kind must be 
licensed by the Department of 
Health. 

Wholesale drug houses, which 
may be established only with the 
permission of this Department, have 
to be managed by a qualified phar- 
macist; may act only as distribu- 
tors and are not allowed to engage 
in any manufacturing processes. 
They are forbidden to supply drugs 
or medicaments direct to the pub- 
lic, and galencial preparations, as 
well as proprietary medicines, have 
to be stocked, and supplied to phar- 
macies, in the original, sealed con- 
tainers in which they are received 
from the manufacturer. 

Owners of chemical and pharma- 
ceutical laboratories, as well as 
wholesale druggists, are required 
to keep special registers, in which 
all transactions have to be entered; 
in the case of laboratories, a record 
must be kept of the manufacture 
of each batch of preparations. 
Moreover, laboratories for the 
manufacture of cosmetics, perfumes, 
and hygienic preparations may be 
established only with the permis- 
sion of the Department of Health, 
which is granted after an inspec- 
tion of the premises by a commis- 
sion appointed by this Department. 
No toilet article, or perfume may 
be placed on the market unless ap- 
proved by the Department of 
Health, and prior to its sale an ap- 
plication for permission to manufac- 
ture the articles must be submitted, 
in which the full composition is 
disclosed, together with two orig- 
inal packages. A fee is charged for 
license to manufacture and sell the 
product. It is prohibited to sell 
any toilet preparation, cosmetic, per- 
fume, unless the container, or label, 
bears the name of the actual manu- 
facturer, 

No patented, or recently discov- 
ered not patented remedy, or medi- 
cinal preparation put up in a phar- 
maceutical form, such as _ tablets, 
pills, ampoules, capsules, may be

CODLIVER OIL EQUALS 
SUN’S RAYS EFFECTS 

Experiments on albino rats by a 
group of Massachusetts chemists 
showed that codliver oil is more 
generally applicable in the treat- 
ment of rickets, which afflict child- 
ren, than ultra violet light, which is 
a substitute for the sun, according 
to a report to the Division of Me- 
dicinal Products of the American 
Chemical society. 

One group of rats was treated 
for fifteen minutes daily with ultra- 
violet light of known intensity, said 
the report presented by Dr. Arthur 
D. Holmes, director of the Patch 
Reserve Laboratory, Boston, and 
his assistant, Miss Madeleine G. Pi- 
gott; and Dr. Edwin T. Wyman, 
associate professor of pediatrics, and 
Dr. Lawrence W. Smith, instructor 
in pathology, Harvard Medical 
School. Similar groups of rats 
during the same period were fed 
codliver oil in amounts varying 
from one-fifth of a drop to one drop 
dialy. 

The investigators determined the 
effect of the ultra-violet light treat- 
ment and the codliver oil feeding 
by their effect on the animal’s body 
weight, the calcium and phosphor- 
ous content of their blood, X-ray 
pictures of the bones by a patho- 
logical examination of the bones, 
and by the mineral content of the 
bones. 

Judged by these five diagnostic 
features, it appeared that one-fifth to 
one-half of a drop daily of the oil 
was as effective in protecting the 
animals against rickets as ultra- 
violet treatment for fifteen minutes 
daily at a distance of three feet. 

Codliver oil used in the experi- 
ments was prepared by the direct 
method from livers taken from fish 
caught by shore fishermen along 
the Massachusetts coast and by 
steam trawlers operating out of 
Boston and New York. 

The investigation was undertaken 
to obtain data which would shed 
light on the relative efficacy of cod- 
liver oil and ultra-violet light as a 
source of anti-rachitic activity in 
the young. 
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Mail Advertisers Lose $600,000 Yearly 





Post Office Department Reports This Amount Lost on First Class Mail 
Alone Due to. Use of Obsolete Mailing Lists-Third Class Losses Also 


Enormous, 


Use of obsolete mailing lists and 
failure of advertisers to employ re- 
turn cards were responsible for a loss, 
last year, of more than $600,000 to 
the direct-mail advertisers of the 
United States, the First Assistant 
Posmaster General, John H. Bartlett, 
stated on last week. 

Mr. Bartlett stated in part: “The 
direct-mail advertisers of the United 
States in the year 1926 wasted, lit- 
erally threw away, over $600,000, 
through the use of obsolete mailing 
lists combined with the failure of 
the advertisers to use return cards 
on their envelopes. 

“These figures, however, include 
only advertisers who mailed their cir- 
culars under first class postage. A 
very much larger amount was lost by 
advertisers who used third class pos- 
tage; but it cannot, however, be esti- 
mated, since a separate record is not 
kept of undeliverable third class mat- 
ter disposed of as waste by postmas- 
ters. 

“Undelivered first class matter all 


goes to the dead letter office, where 
definite records are maintained to 
show the quantity of each class of 
mail received and its disposition. 
Undeliverable third class matter is 
not sent to the dead letter office, but 
is disposed of as waste at post offices 
of address. 

“The records of the Post Office 
Department show that during the 
year, 12,688,567 letters contained cir- 
culars and advertising matter, all 
mailed as first class matter, were dis- 
posed of as waste by the dead letter 
service. Figured at five cents each 
to cover the cost material, printing, 
labor and postage, the total amounts 
to $633,428.35. 

This advertising matter furnished 
over 50 per cent of all the dead let- 
ters handled during the year. 

Two reasons may be assigned for 
at least 95 per cent of all these let- 
ters being sent to the dead letter office; 
first incorrect addresses, due to the 
use of obsolete lists, and second, the 
use of envelopes without return cards, 
both in spite of the Post Office De- 
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partment’s constant and urgent ad- 
vice to the contrary. 

“A campaign has been inaugurated 
to persuade direct-mail advertisers to 
use return cards. on their envelopes 
and thus materially minimize their 
losses through this avenue. 

“The Department’s view is that 
with few exceptions all sealed letters 
bearing first class postage are open- 
ed by their recipients whether or not 
the envelope bears the cards of the 
mailers, and that once opened the con- 
tents will receive the same attention 
regardless of the nature of the en- 
velope. 

“One of the arguments put forth by 
the Department in favor of the use 
of return cards on circular mail is 
that the return of the nondeliveries, 
for which there is no charge for pre- 
paid first-class matter bearing a re- 
turn request, would enable the mailer 
to know at once how many of his cir- 
culars had been delivered and to 
eliminate from his list the incorrect 
addresses thereby avoiding further 
waste of material, postage and labor 
in subsequent mailings. 

“It would also save him expense 
in having his mailing lists corrected 
at the local post offices, for instead 
of sending in his complete list for 
correction, he would need to send in 
only a list of the nondeliveries which 
had been returned to him.”

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TRANSFER OF VITAMINS 
(Continued from Page 376) 


The vitamin containing material is mixed with an or- 
ganic liquid, e. g. alcohol, benzine, ether or the like, capa- 
ble of dissolving the vitamins contained in the vitamin con- 
taining material. The amount of the organic liquid is 
preferably 50 to 60 per cent of the codliver oil used. An 
aqueous solution of an alkaline hydroxide, preferably sodi- 
um hydroxide, is then added to the mixture, and the mix- 
ture is heated for about one-half hour to the boiling tem- 
perature of the organic solvent. A saponification takes 
place with the consequent formation of a soap. The vita- 
mins contained in the unsaponifiable matter are released 
during the saponification step and are dissolved in or taken 
up by the alcohol to form a solution. 

As the reacted mass usually contains an excess of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent sodium hydroxide it must be neu- 
tralized. In the interest of safety, this is preferably ac- 
complished by adding a calculated amount of a harmless 
neutralizing agent such as sodium bicarbonate. The result- 
ing neutralized solution is then added to a quantity of the 
substance to be’ activated which has previously been heated 
to about 50° C., and the mass is slowly agitated for a short 
time. Water is then added to the mixture and the mass is 
agitated for 10 minutes or longer. The vitamins contained 
in the solvent as alcohol are transferred into the oil to be 
treated. The alcohol containing the vitamins becomes di- 
luted by the addition of the water to such an extent that 
the alcohol is no longer able to hold the vitamins in solu- 
tion, and as the vitamins are released by the alcohol they 
are absorbed or taken up by said oil as quickly as they are 
released. 

The mixture is then allowed to remain quiescent for a 
period of time in order to permit the oily layer containing 
the vitamins and the aqueous soap containing layer to stra- 
tify. The activated oil is then separated from the soap 
solution and may be washed in a water at 50° C., until it 
shows a neutral reaction with phenolphthalein. The re- 
sulting vitaminized substance may be: refined by treating 
it with ordinary steam at atmospheric pressures. 


A New Non-Burnable Fumigant 


By R. T. Cotron, Entomologist, Burcau of Entomology, 
and R. C. Roark, Associate Chemist, Bureau of Chemistry, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


NEW fumigant consisting of 3 parts by volume of 

A ethylene dichloride and 1 part by volume of carbon 

tetrachloride is very effective against stored pro- 
duct pests. It is cheap, non-flammable, non-explosive, 
non-injurious to stored commodities and is not dangerous 
to human life. 

During the course of a systematic search for new, ef- 
fective, and non-hazardous fumigants, a number of ali- 
phatic compounds have been tested that appear to be of 
considerable value. Ethylene dichloride has been tested 
in regard to its anaesthetic action, its action on yeast 
cells, white mice, blood vessels, etc., but has never been 
tested as an insecticide except by the writers and their 
associates. 

Ethylene dichloride is also called ethylene chloride, 
but its correct designation is s-(meaning symmetrical) 
dichloroethane, or 1, 2-dichloroethane. In German it 
is known as alpha, beta-dichlorathan, athylendichlorid, 
and athylencthlorid. In the older chemicals literature 


ethylene dichloride is called elayl chloride and the “oil 
of the Dutch chemists.” 
Its empirical formula is C:HsCL:2, and its structural 
formula is CHz:CL—CH:CL, also written as (CH2CL):. 
Ethylene dichloride is a colorless liquid with an odor 
It is about 1% times as heavy as water; 


like chloroform. 
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one gallon of ethylene dichloride at 60°F. weighs 10.4 
pounds. Its vapor is over 3 times as heavy as air, which 
enables it readily to displace the latter if applied from 
above and penetrate upholstery, rugs, clothing, mer- 
chandise, etc., and reach the insects inside. 

From the vapor pressure and molecular weight of 
ethylene dichloride it may be calculated that a room 
of 1,000 cubic feet capacity will hold 20.5 pounds of 
ethylene dichloride vapor at a temperature of 20°C. If 
more than 20.5 pounds of the fumigant are added to a 
room of this size, the excess will remain as a liquid 
and will not evaporate. At higher temperatures an in- 
creased amount of ethylene dichloride will evaporate, and 
at a lower temperature a smaller- amount. 

Ethylene dichloride boils at 83.7°C. and freezes at 
—36°C. It is only very slightly soluble in water; 100 
grams of water at 20°C. dissolve 0.869 gram of ethylene 
dichloride. 

Cost of Fumigant 

Ethylene dichloride is made by passing ethylene gas 
into liquid chlorine at a low temperature. Both of the 
materials from which it is made are cheap and are com- 
mercially available in large quantities. In “Chemical 
Markets” for June 9, 1927, ethylene dichloride in 50-gal- 
lon drums is quoted at 11 cents per pound, and in tank 
cars at 6 cents per pound, f.o.b. This price is about 
the same as that of carbon tetrachloride which in the 
same journal is quoted in 1400-pound drums at 7 to 
7% cents per pound, delivered, and in drums in car 
lots at 634 cents per pound, delivered. 

Inflammability 

When ethylene dichloride is ignited by a lighted match, 
it will continue to burn, but only with difficulty. It is 
on the border line between the fire-extinguishing chlorin- 
ated hydrocarbons and the combustible hydrocarbons. 
In order to make it perfectly free from fire hazard when 
used as a fumigant, it is necessary to add 1 volume of 
carbon tetrachloride to 3 volumes of ethylene dichloride. 
This mixture will not burn, and in fact can be used as 
a fire extinguisher. 

Ethylene dichloride and carbon tetrachloride mix read- 
ily in all proportions and the mixture has physical prop- 
erties intermediate between those of its ingredients. 
Since the boiling points of the two constituents are close, 
83.7°C. for ethylene dichloride and 76.8°C. for carbon tet- 
rachloride, the mixture evaporates almost as if it were a 
single compound. 

Effect of Mixture 

The mixture of ethylene dichloride and carbon tet- 
rachloride has no corrosive action on metals nor any 
bleaching or staining action on textiles of any sort, and 
when vaporized in a fumigating chamber may be applied 
freely to rugs, carpets, woolens, linens, mohair, clothing, 
upholstered furniture, etc., without fear of damage. 

When the vapor of ethylene dichloride is inhaled it has 
an anaesthetic action very much like that of chloroform, 
although less rapid. Unless breathed in high concentra- 
tions and for a protracted period of time, no harmful 
results may be feared in working with this compound. 

Insecticidal Actin 

After extensive experiments in ‘ 1e laboratory had in- 
dicated that ethylene dichloride was effective as a fumi- 
gant against stored-product insect pests, tests were con- 
ducted on a larger scale. For this purpose a standard 
commercial fumigating vault of 500 cu. ft. capacity was 
used. It was of very tight construction and adapted 
to the fumigation of furniture, rugs, clothing, furs and 
other commodities. Insects used in the experiments were 
chiefly, the clothes moth, Tineola biselliella, the furniture 
beetle, Anthrenus vorax, and the black carpet beetle, 
Attagenus piceus. In one case other insects were used.

In the above experiments 40 insects of each species 
were placed in cotton-stoppered, glass vials, and rolled 
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up in rugs, or buried in the stuffing of upholstered furni- 
ture. The fumigant was applied by pouring it into a 
shallow pan near the ceiling of the vault. 
Amount of Fumigant Required 
The data in Table 1 indicate that 6 lbs. per 1000 cubic 
feet of space of the 3-to-1 mixture of ethylene dichloride 
and carbon tetrachloride is 100% lethal when used in 
a gas-tight vault, with a temperature of 85°F. and a 
24-hour exposure. The same dosage at 65°F., however, 
does not give a perfect kill. A dosage of 12 lbs. of the 
mixture per 1000 cu. ft. is 100% lethal at temperatures 
above 65°F. For general fumigation work in gas-tight 
chambers it is recommended that a dosage of 5 quarts, 
or 14 Ibs., of the mixture per 1000 cu. ft. be used. In 
comparison with carbon tetrachloride the mixture ap- 
pears to be about 5 times as toxic at ordinary tempera- 
tures. 
Powers of Penetration 


All experiments with this mixture indicate that the 
fumigant has excellent powers of penetration. Insects 
rolled up in thick rugs and buried in overstuffed furni- 
ture are readily killed. In a special test, flour beetles, 
tribolium confusum, and rice weevils, Sitophilus orysa, 
were sealed up in cartons of cereal: specimens of the 
Indian meal moth, Plodia interpunctella, and the saw- 
tooth grain beetle (Orzaephilus surinamensis were bur- 
ied in boxes of candy and other insects were buried in 
piles of clothing and rugs. A dosage of 14 lbs. of the 
mixture per 1000 cu. ft. at 80° F. gave a perfect kill. 

The new mixture appears to be well adapted for gener- 
al fumigation work in air-tight vaults. It is cheap, has 
no fire hazard, is non-injurious to furniture or fabrics, 
is simple to use and is not dangerous to human life when 
used as recommended. 





COUNTERFEIT GINGER ALE 

With the assistance of retail deal- 
ers and the Police Department, Can- 
ada Dry Ginger Ale, has forestalled 
a well-organized plan to market a 
substitute for Canada Dry Ginger 
Ale in the metropolitan area of New 
York. Three men were arrested 
and pleaded guilty to a charge of 
using counterfeit crowns and selling 
refilled Canada Dry bottles in vio- 
lation of Section 2354 of the Penal 
Laws of New York State. All three 
were given jail sentences. The in- 
vestigation disclosed that three men, 
operating with private automobiles, 
were calling on the trade and mak- 
ing sales of small lots. 

The bottles were Canada Dry bot- 
tles, with original labels, refilled 
with an inferior grade of ginger ale, 
and capped with skilful counterfeits 
of the Canada Dry crowns. The 
trail led to a small store in the up- 
town section of New York City, and 
the police found two new re-filling 
machines with an output of about 
100 cases a day. Apparently the 
group were just preparing to ex- 
pand their activities, as the ma- 
chines had been purchased on credit 
the day before. Previously they had 
been using an old machine of small 
capacity, and had only been operat- 
ing a week or two. Aside from the 
fact that the ginger ale was of in- 
ferior quality, the police found poor 


sanitary conditions and the method 
of cleaning the bottles slip-shod. 

In sentencing the men, Judge Sul- 
livan in the New York Court of 
Special Sessions stated that they had 
apparently carefully thought out a 
plan to profit from the national ad- 
vertising of a superior product. In 
pressing the case the Canada Dry 
company emphasized that not only 
the protection of responsible busi- 
ness firms and their dealers was 
concerned, but that regard for the 
health of the public was involved. 





PARK & TILFORD 

Park & Tilford, Inc., is now lend- 
ing on call close to $1,500,000 in the 
money market. The ability to lend 
this sum on call would indicate that 
the projected deal whereby Ameri- 
can Druggists Syndicate was to 
purchase the large stock of Over- 
holt whiskey held has been con- 
summated, though officials are non- 
committtal on the subject. 

D. A. Schulte, president of 
Schulte Retail Stores Co. which 
controls both Park & Tilford and 
American Druggists Syndicate, re- 
turned from Europe a few days ago. 
The question of a dividend on Park 
& Tilford stock has awaited his re- 
turn and it is stated that an an- 
nouncement on dividend policy may be 
expected soon. 


CHAIN STORES UP 

Chain store and mail order busi- 
ness broke all records for summer 
trade this year in spite of seasonal 
depression in other retail lines, it is 
stated by Frazien Jelke & Co. in a 
review. 

The increase in 
ported by most chain stores for the 
past three months compared with last 
year is an encouraging indication of 
sustained buying throughout the 
United States in the face of slight 
recessions in industrial activity, the 
review points out. 

The volume of chain store sales at 
the present time is fully 15% above 
last year, while the two leading mail 
order houses show an aggregate gain 
of 10% during July and August, 
compared with the same two months 
last year. The strength of these ex- 
panding enterprises may be attributed 
to their capacity to resist temporary 
setbacks which affect business gen- 
erally at times. 

While the gain in mail order busi- 
ness during the past summer may be 
the result of the increase in the 
farmers’ purchasing power, it is signi- 
ficant from the reports that the mail 
order turnover has been distributed 
evenly over the country.

By Benjamin L. Murray. Cloth bound, 560 pages. Pub- 
fished by D. Van Nostrand Co., New York. 


Many of our chemists are familiar with Mr. Murray 
and the first edition of this book and have accepted it 
as an indispensable guide in testing and insuring the 
purity of chemicals. Recognizing the expansion of 
chemical importance since his first issue, the author has 
not only made changes toward simplified and more accur- 
ate testing and also added processes for testing the new re- 
agent chemicals but also has augmented his previous ef- 
forts by including the field of C.P. chemicals. Full 
descriptions of the physical properties of chemicals, 
action of light and air precautions to be observed in 
storing, and physical constants of chemicals, are given. 
As an instance, we choose at random, sodium hydroxide 
from sodium and find 18 detailed methods of testing its 
purity. This book is not only an able aid to the chem- 
ist but also serves the manufacturer with standards for 
chemicals that he can produce economically on a com- 
mercial scale. 


A LABORATORY MANUAL OF ORGANIC CHEMISTRY. By 
Hugh C. Muldoon D. Sc., Professor of Chemistry and Dean of 
Pharmacy School, Duquesne University. Cloth bound, 118 pages. 
Published by P. Blakiston’s Sons & Co., Philadelphia, Pa. 


While this work is primarily designed to accompany 
Mr. Muldoon’s textbook of organic chemistry, it gives 
very detailed working directions for the primary student 
of organic chemistry, and may be adequately used with- 
out it.

of such foolhardy attempts at price boosting and accord- 
ingly, have refrained from buying. Naturally, the sellers, 
who do not wish to carry large stocks of this material 
and pay for storage as well as tying up the money on 
their investment, have readily accepted the low bids. 

It doe not require a great deal of thought to realize 
that these dealers enjoy a fair amount of profit, as the 
price that they pay the trapper or the farmer is never a 
very large one, in fact as senega root may be termed, 
more or less as a by-product, the price it commands is 
merely enough to induce the gatherer to collect and 
pack it. 

Why then, do these men persist in attempting to in- 
flate the market? Why do they abuse the patience of 
the drug buyers? Why can they not visualize the re- 
posterousness of their unreasonable efforts? Why can’t 
they see that buyers are aware of their periodical capers? 
Why do they not realize that in the event of an actual 
shortage, buyers will not heed their cries, thinking them 
to be a repetition of past falsehoods. The United States 
are the principal buyers of senega root, importing as 
much as 100 tons a year and although only about 15% 
of this figure is consumed here and the remainder ex- 
ported, particularly to Germany, China and Italy, it has 
a wide domestic use as an expectorant, a diuretic and is 
an important isomer in the preparation of cough syrups. 
While it is true that there is no chemical or mineral sub- 
stitute for senega root, there are several other drugs for 
use in proprietaries and cough relieving compounds with 
Similar results and properties. Thus senega, may be 
easily be dispensed with and it appears evident that the 
basis for the speculative operations of these dealers is 


the thought that manufacturers would not be voluntarily 
Inclined to revise their formulae.

GLASS CONTAINERS 
NEXT IN PITTSBURGH 


Thousands of drug stores in many 
cities of the United States are to 
be asked to cooperate in an intensive 
campaign of the Glass Container 
Association to further popularize 
the glass container for the packing 
of drugs and other products. 


With the slogan, “See what you 
buy—buy in glass”, the message of 
the glass container is to be carried 
directly to the consumer public and 
from theré back to the packer 
through the retail and wholesale 
druggist in a series of localized 
drives. Newspaper advertising, 
window displays, prize contests, 
pamphlets and other channels of 
publicity for driving home the point 
are to be used, while the druggist 
will be presented with a definite 
plan for profitably tying in with this 
Association’s effort without cost to 
himself. 

Leaders of the Association are 
confident, however, that the next 
campaign, to be conducted in Pitts- 
burgh, in early Fall, will be even 
more brilliant than those in Indian- 
apolis and Columbus, which were 
outstanding. 

In the Pittsburgh campaign, rep- 
resentatives of the Association and 
of member companies, along with 
agents of the packers and others 
will be in the field to organize the 
dealers and prepare them for an in- 
tensified program of three weeks. 
Efforts will be made to see that all 
druggists are completely stocked 
with products packed in glass so 
that they will be both prepared to 
meet buying orders and to make 
possible a varied display of products 
in window trims and on shelves. 
Each druggist will receive hundreds 
of interesting pamphlets for distri- 
bution among his customers, special 
placards and other advertising mat- 
ter for window displays. Leaders 
of the campaign are hopeful that 
at least 150 retail drug stores alone 
will tie in with the Pittsburgh pro- 
gram. 

Immediately following the Pitts- 
burgs campaign, the merchandising 
of glass containers by specialized, 
localized selling will be carried into 
the metropolitan area of New York. 
This will be followed by campaigns 
in other territories to be definitely 
announced later. Meanwhile, the 
Association is also engaged in other 
sales promotional activities, arising 
out of industrial shows and conven- 
tions of other organizations. These 
will feature both drug and food 
products packed in glass.
